Prospects For 1952 


EXPERIENCE TEACHES that forecasts are by no means infallible, 
but it is natural to speculate upon the future, and the beginning of a New 
Wear is always the occasion for the discussion of prospects in various 
fields in the coming months, Farmers are always interested in the possi- 
bilities of good crops in the season ahead and they are also concerned 
with the prospects for marketing their products. At the 10th annual 
federal-provincial agricultural conference, held in Ottawa recently, markets 
for farm products in*1952 Were discussed and federal agricultural experts 
made some optimistic forecasts which should be encouraging to farmers 
at this time.

A heavy demand for Canadian farm’ products was 
A Demand For predicted, with a few exceptions, and it was fore- 
casted that prices for wheat, beef, milk, eggs and 
Farm Products other dairy products would remain firm throughout 
the year. The world demand for wheat is expected to be strong. It is 
predicted that Canada will have 600,000,000 bushels of wheat for export 
or carry-over at the end of the current crop year, but the delegates to 
the conference were told that world demand is strong and little difficulty 
is expected in disposing of this near-record crop. Authorities believe that 
«beef prices will remain-at-the same levels as those in the United States 
but that the price of pork*may fall, due to increased production. Firm 
prices were predicted for eggs and butter and increases in the price of 

milk were indicated:

All these forecasts are based on conditions as far 
Is Encouraging as they can be judged at the present time and 
unforeseen circumstances may always arise to 
To The Farmers change the situation. However, it is most en- 
couraging for farmers to enter the New Year with prospects of good mar- 
kets and firm prices, Faim ircome has increased steadily in recent years, 
but so have incomes generally. The cost of living has algo soared in the 
_ game period and farmers have not benefitted more than other groups from 
higher incgmes. Unlike many other workers, farmers are dependent upon 
fluctuations in prices, often governed by world market conditions for their 
income, and the sale of their products is of great importance to them. It 
is to be hoped that no circumstances will arise to interfere with the fore- 


casts made by the agricultural experts for the sale of farm products in 1952,

Tips On Frost Bite 


The object of treatment for frost 
bite is to bring the frozen part back 
to normal temperature gradually and 
restore circulation. 

1, Do rot massage, “rubbing snow is 
specially bad. The frozen tissues 
will be bruised and torn, and 
gangrene may result. 

Keep the patient away from fire 


and from warmly heated rooms. | 


. Gently cover the frozen part with 
.the hand -or other body surface 
until the part is thawed and cir- 
culation re-established. If a hand 
is frozen hold it in the armpit or 


“between the thighs—or it may be|- 


thawed very gradually in cool air 
or cold water (not warm), or by 
covering the part with extra 
clothing. 

Apply soothing ointment, as to a 
burn—frost bite is similar in ef- 
fect.

That's how Carl Agar classifies those who come to him for a 
helicopter tide to.the mountain wilderness where the gold mine 
is supposed to be located, only some 50 miles north of here. 


Agar is manager of Okanagan Air| - 


Services, which owns five helicopters. 
the only such service in British Col- 
Agar, incidentally, is 1950 
winner of the McKee trophy, award- 
ed annually to the person contribut- 
ing the most to flying in Canada. 

Lost Creek mine, so the legend 
goes, was discovered in 1892 by an 
Indian,, who, unfortunately, was 
hanged for murder without revealing 
his secret. 

Since then, 21 men have disappear- 
ed trying to find it. 

One of Agar’s helicopters flew in 
the 21st victim, 60-year-old, Albert 
Gaspard, about two years .ago, 

Agar said that Gaspard was one 
of the “reputable” ones. The veteran 
prospector knew what he was doing 
and what he was up against. 


The only other party Agar has con- 
sented to fly into-the area was a 
group of mining engineers. They fail- 
ed in their search but survived. They 
knew how to Took after themselves. 

Agar said that -as soon as anyone 
comes into his office here and says 
he knows defintiely where the mine 
is-and wants to be flown to it, he 
immediately. classifies him as a 
“screwball”. 

“Ten or 12” have approached him. 
One comes in every spring. 


“He looks up at the ceiling and 


his eyes go glassy. He doesn’t want 
to fly all the gold out at once. He 
propositions me ‘to fly him in every 
threé years or so and take just so 
much gold. 

“He says if he took all” the gold out 
at once he’d lose it in income tax.
